Roy Maupin, 1310 Sandra Ct, 
Upland, appealed the approval by 
the Planning Commission of the 
Environmental Impact Report 
filed by the Braewood Develop- 
ment Corporation of San Diego 
for condominium homes to be 
constructed on property located 
at the Southwest corner of 13th 
St. and Mountain Ave, In the ap- 
peal Maupin requested that the 
building permits not be issued 
for the proposed construction, 

Maupin got approximately 20 
residents of 13th St, and Nancy 
Ctr. and Sandra Ct, to show up 
and testify against the proposed 
condominium, He objected to in- 
adequate public notice of a hear- 
ing on the matter, Several resi- 
dents who own $30,000 homes in 
the area objected to less expen- 
sive “‘apartment-house’’ type de- 
velopment going in across the 
street, Others expressed con- 
cern about over populating the 
area’s elementary schools and

necessitating busing to other 
schools, 

Mayor Abner Haldeman felt 
the condominium would serve aa 
a buffer zone between the houses 
and commercial zone, Council- 
man Max Hawkins explained that 
the R-3-3600 zoning for that area 
had been set eight years ago and 
that the council had been waiting 
for years to see a garden type 
apartment development go in that 
area, The council denied Mau- 
pin’s appeal, 

Walter Schaefer of Cole- 
Schaefer Ambulance Service ex- 
plained the request for increased 
ambulance rates at length to the 
council and offered anyone in- 
terested guided tours through a 
very sophisticated model of am~ 
bulance parked outside the Po- 
lice Dept, 

He explained that the increase 
was necessary because of an or- 
der by the federal government 
in the Federal Highway Safery 
Act which set higher standards 
of training and equipment for 
ambulance services,

Euclid Ave, commuters will be 
able to enjoy less stop and go 
driving and a faster commute 
home by summer when the City 
of Upland completes a project to 


widen Euclid from Ninth St, to 
Foothill Blvd, from four to six 
lanes, 


City Engineer Fred Blanchard 
said the addition of another lane 
in each direction will definitely 
““ease traffic congestion at rush

hour and reduce backup traffic,’ 
The city has also called for bids 
on the widening of Mountain Ave, 
from 8th St. to Foothill Blvd, 
Blanchard said that work will be 
completed in stages, The work 
should begin this spring and also 
be completed by late summer, 

Ever since a year or so ago 
when Ontario widened Euclid Ave, 
to three lanes from Holt Ave, 
north, Upland became acutely 
aware of the need to follow suit, 
The Council voted to widen Eu- 
clid to three lanes up to 9th St. 
Blanchard explained that the old 
fashioned drainage structures lo- 
cated on Euclid Ave, between C 
and D Sts, made it impossible to 
widen the avenue any further, 
Plans now include installing mod- 
ern drainage structures under 
the Southern Pacific Railroad 
crossing similar to those now 
existing on Euclid Ave, between 
A and Stowell Sts. and widening 
the street to three lanes to Foot- 
hill Blvd, The project, including 
widening of the railroad cross- 
ing is expected to cost $130,000, 
Some $90,000 of the project's 
cost is expected from Federal 
\id Urban funds, which will be 
released later this year, Also, 
the state Division of Highways 
and City of Upland, upon the ap- 
proval of the city council, will 
provide $20,000 each for the 
widening project, 

City Manager Elwin ‘‘Pinky’’ 
Alder noted that all plans must 
be approved by the state high- 
way department, Also, the city 
must negotiate for the railroad 
widening with the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad, San Bernardino 
County supervisors, who manage 
the federal program, have placed 
the Euclid Ave, project on its 
list of top priorities, 

Blanchard said the Mountain 
Ave, widening will follow the 
widening of Euclid Ave, by about 
six months. The first project, 
which is widening the Santa Fe 
Railroad crossing between 8th 
and 9th Sts., replacing the old 
drainage structures and widen- 
ing from 30 feet to 72 feet and 
making it four lanes is funded by 
another federal program (“‘TOP- 
ICS’’ -- a federal program for 
improvement of traffic handling 
and traffic safety), Blanchard 
said Mountain Ave, will also be 
regraded at the crossing toelim- 
inate the bumps and new signals 
will be installed as well as anis- 
land for safe railroad crossing. 

The second project involves 
widening a Southern Pacific rail- 
road crossing on Mountain Ave, 
between 9th St. and Arrow High- 
way. Regular state gas tax funds 
will be the source of funding for 
this project. 

Following those two improve- 
ments, the city plans to continue 
widening Mountain Ave, to four 
lanes north of Arrow Hwy. The 
street will be widened from ifs 
present 51 feet to 72 feet and 
will be a four-lane street from 
Mission Blvd, to Foothill Blvd, 
by the end of 1973,

~ Meals On Wheels Now Official 


Since mid-August interested 
persons have been meeting to or- 
ganize a ‘“‘Meals on Wheels’’ 
program for the Upland-Ontario 
area, At a meeting held at the 
First United Methodist Church 
in Ontario Wednesday night, Ms, 
Jacqueline Jeffrey, chairman pro 
tem of the organization, reported 
that the Secretary of State had ac- 
cepted the organization's articles 
of incorporation Nov, 1 and that 
permission to use the Meals on 
Wheels name was approved by 
Meals on Wheels of Pasadena Inc, 
(the first organization in Califor- 
nia), 

Organization members have 
been meeting monthly to formu- 
late plans to begin functioning the 
first of March, Ms, Jeffrey said 
from 20-80 volunteers will be 
needed initially to pack the din- 
ners, deliver them, etc, She an- 
ticipates serving approximately 
20 clients one hot meal five days 
a week, 

Meals on Wheels is designed 
to serve many people ... the 
mother home with a new baby 
and relatives too far away to 
help... the patient’s home from 
the hospital, perhaps after sur- 
gery, not yet strong enough to 
fix their own meals or do their 


own shopping .. . the elderly 
couple who want to keep on liv- 
ing in their home, but having no 
way of getting groceries regu- 
larly . .. the widower who can’t 
quite adjust to cooking for him- 
self... the elderly who can’t 
remember things well enough to 
be responsible for their meals, 
Meals on Wheels is anxious to 
reach every person in the area 
who may need the service, 

[he fee for the Meals on Wheels 
service will be based on the cost 
of food and supplies, The fact that 
much Of the labor is volunteer 
makes it possible tokeepthe cost 
manageable for those on Limited 
incomes, It takes about $2,000 for 
equipment and supplies to get the 
program started, Ms, Jeffrey 
reported the organization has re- 
ceived three large donations from 
interested organizations, The So- 
roptimist Club of Ontario-Up- 
land pledged $500 and the Zonta 
Club of Ontario- Upland also 
pledged $500, The American As- 
sociation of Retired Persona of 
Ontario-Upland also gave a large 
donation, 

The group is still seeking vol- 
unteers, clients and donations in 
order to ‘‘get rolling.’’ Ms. Jef- 
freys has been in close contact

Olmsted--Nature’s 


Voice In 


If Henry David Thoreau was 
nature’s voice in the wilderness, 
Frederick Law Olmated was its 
voice in the city, An urban plan- 
ner, landscape architect, envi- 
ronmentalist, and conservation- 
ist in the 19th century when such 
terms were virtually unheard of, 
Olmsted bestowed upon this coun- 
try a moral and aesthetic legacy, 

His incalculable contributions

Learning To Play 
The Skin Game 


‘Leather’ -- the word feels 
soft and pliable, Leather bends, 
leather crumples, leather is slick 
and, somehow, always fashion- 
ably perfect, 

Maybe you like leather because 
of its ‘touchability,’ or especial- 
ly appreciate its windbreaking 
talents, or because animal skins 
actually breathe (and release 
body heat), in case you don’t like 
suffocating in a crowded bus or 
having to take off your coat at the 
movies, 

(Ecologically aware people fa- 
vor leather because it's a by- 
product of the meat industry, not 
the result of slaughtering fur- 
bearing animals just for their 
skins,) 

For whatever reason you'd love : 
to own a leather coat, or leathe 
suit, or leather pair of pants-- 
well, obviously, you'll want to be 
well-versed in the skin trade, 

Just what is leather? 

Officially, any skin that’s been 
tanned or otherwise chemically 
preserved shrunk, or toughened 
is leather, The hide of any beast, 
bird, fish, or reptile can be pre- 
served, but some of God’s crea- 
tures just aren’t big enough to 
make a likely beginning for wear~ 
ing apparel, All animal skin has 
three layers, The outer layer, or 
epidermis, is completely re- 
moved for tanning, The second 
layer, or derma, which is very 
thick, is tanned into what is known 
as top grain leather, while the 
flesh side is buffed with abrasive 
wheels into the napped, velvety 
finish known as ‘suede,’ Here are 


the four leathers most Commonly 
used in coats: 

COWHIDE, (In trade usage, the 
skins from larger animals, such 
as cows or horses, are called 
‘hides’ ; anything from smaller 
animals is Called ‘skins’,) Cows 
have the strongest hides of any 
meat-producing animal, and, be- 
cause cowhide is sethick, the skin 
must bé split or peeled, like lay- 


ers of salami, into malleable 
hicknesses, The dermal layer 
becomes top-grain leather, while 





the underlayers are sueded on 
both sides to make sturdy, rever- 
sible skins that are nearly impos- 
sible to tear, 

This thick suede -- almost 
shaggy in texture ~~ is often mis~ 
labeled ‘buckskin,’ though it’s 
actually made from split cowhide, 
not from a buck at-all, 

CALFSKIN, Most sueded lea- 
ther used in coats is from calves 
a few days to a few weeks old, 
Calfskin is soft, supple and not 
as Lea as cowhide, 

IGSKIN, Because pigs have 
ames bristly fur, the stripped 
skin retains rough pockmarks 
that provide an engaging t@kture 
for Spoxty jackets, 

LAMBSKIN, This velvety, fra- 
aie skin is used to make expen- 
sive, elegant coats, clingy skirts 
and dainty gloves, 

Several different finishes can 
be put on all leathers, The most 
common is suede, which outsells 
smooth leather by about 6U per- 
cent, Leather can also be embos- 
sed, printed topped with a 
shiny ‘patent coating.

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Maxine Strane is deeply in- 
volved with the Cucamonga His- 
torical ocietyv, “I got involved 
with the Rain’s house four year: 
ago--and by accident,’” she said, 
‘| was teaching eighth grade at 
Cucamonga Junior High School, | 
remember, we'd taken a group of 
students over to the Rain s house 
to show them the landmark and 
explain some local history to 
them, There were men with bull- 
dozers parked in front of the 
place! We asked them what they 
wanted, and they said they were 
going to destroy the house to, 
roughly make way -for ‘prog- 
ress’,”’ 

Ms, Strane grinned, “Yes, | 
was one of those women who 
stopped the bulldozers, Then we 
got together and formed the local 
Cucamonga Hisotrical Society, 
which is now part of the state his- 
torical society,” 

Ms, Strane told a little about 
the Rains’ house history, “‘It’s 
a fascinating piece of not only lo- 
cal history, but general Califor- 
nia history,’ ’ she said, 

‘‘The Rains’ house was built in 
1861 by the same Rains who mar- 
ried the ee of the Spanish 
don who owned the Rancho de Chi- 
no, His wife’s name was Maria 
and, supposedly, she was very 
beautiful, He built the house for 
her, 

“*Rains died tragically, Infact, 
he was murdered, , supposedly 
because he was involved in il- 
legal dealings with the Union 
Army, Maria, his wife, was not an 
educated woman, Her financial 
advisors cheated her, and, even- 
tually, she had to sell her pro- 
perty and move in with her daugh- 
ter, Luckily, the daughter was al- 
so beautiful, and better educated 
than her mother, She eventually 
married the governor of Calif- 
ornia, , .80 poor Maria didn’t end 
up her days in squalor, by any 
means!” 

Ms, Strane continued, “‘I think 
the house next passed into the 
hands of the Cucamonga Water 
Co, After that, the deed shifted 
back and forth, Just after World 
War I, Mr, Mottsinger bought the 
house, which, by then, was indes- 
parate need of repair, Mottsinger 
spent 20 years fixing the place up, 

“The Stevens family lved in 
the house until the big flood in 
1969, Now the historical society 
has control of it, and we have 
caretakers for the property, 

‘The children in Cucamonga 
are pretty much involved intheir

| was married about 25 years 
ago in London,’ Ma, Bayrock 
gaid, ‘We were going through 
a terrible time with food then, 
Our cuts of meat were poor, 
and everything was 80 tasteless 
and tough, Once a week we would 
spend all morning queued up for 
a miserable piece of meat, 

‘One day I went with my mot- 
her to a demonetration of the new 
pressure cookers, 1 marched 
right up on the stage when they 
offered to let us sample the pot 
roast, 

‘lr was so marvelous [couldn't 
believe it, I bought one for 
myself and another for my mot- 
her, [haven't been without them 
since, 

‘My husband had spent six long 
years in the Army and he just 
had to be ‘fed up’ on return-- ~~ 
which I did in short order,’ she 
sald, 

Leaving London, Jean and her 
husband, Henry Bayrock (a de- 
signer and patternmaker for wo- 
men's fashions), traveled exten- 
sively and lived in the Middle 
Bast, southern France and Du- 
blin, She was constantly making 
notes of local foods and recipes, 

Besides taking courses in ad- 
vanced continental cuisine con- 
ducted by the chef of the famed 
Savoy Hotel in London, Jean at- 
tended classes at the Cordon 
Bleu and the Viennese School of 
Baking. 

Now a resident of Elizabeth, 
N,J., she finds time to be in- 
volved in a number of community 
projects, all of which, of course, 
involve her love of food and cook- 
ing, Jean's been a project con- 
sultant for the innovative Head 
Start project in her hometown;

Jean's observations about

‘I use both every day, not only 
for current meals, but to Cook 
ahead for entertaining,’ she said, 
‘And of course I keep all the

Though she doesn’t have to 
watch the budget that closely, 
she still practices thrift in the 
kitchen, One penny-saver Jean 
espouses is storing ‘butter pa- 
pers’ (wrappers, as we'd say) 
in the refrigerator, “Marvelous 
for greasing pans, and every last 
bit of that lovely butter gets 
used,” she declares, 

A newisgh and most exciting

Cover meat with cold water 
and let soak for | hour, Place

‘“‘Cosmos’” a commanding group 
of stiff, dark-suited, sinisterly 
successful businessmen are up- 
staged by a bunch of fragile, 
almost luminous flowers, 
shahn’s painting there is as mas- 
terly as it is in his ‘‘Lute,”’ 
which he makes as solid, rounded, 
smooth as a horse chestnut, 

On the other hand in pictures 
like ‘‘Red Staircase,’’ showing 
a man toiling up endless stairs 
that lead nowhere, there is only 
the quality of paint and design 
to alleviate the mood of despair, 

These paintings are among 
those included in the magnifi- 
cently printed Ben Shahn’’ pub- 
lished by Harry N. Abrams of 
New York ($42,50 through Dec, 
31, $50 thereafter). It’s a huge 
book---about half the size of a 
newspaper page, Examples of 


the artist’s stained glass, il- 
luminated texts, and murals are 
all there, So are some of his 
drawings, often witty, always dis- 
tinguished by marvelously eco- 
nomic lines, 

The text is by Bernarda Bry- 
son Shahn, She relates some- 
thing of her husband’s life, dis- 
cusses his work, conveys some- 
thing of his thought, He hoped, 
she says, ‘‘to combine a soft 
heart with a hard eye,”” But 
there is a more telling quote; 

“I often longed,’’ he said, ‘‘to 
have lived in time such as Gi- 
otto’s, when the world was moved 
by some event as profound as 
the Crucifixion, when artists 
could put all their feelings into 
paint without fear of triviality,’’ 

Some of Shahn’s feeling did 
find its way into paint. His 
active social conscience shows 


up again and again--~-in his Sac- 
co-Vanzetti series, his paintings 
of mine disasters, in lampoons, 
and even in his refusal to por- 
tray the workingman 4s an un- 
real, idealized figure, Obvi- 
ously he learned more thantech- 
nique from the Mexican painter 
Diego Rivera, 

He had the honor of being in- 
vestigated by the Un-American 
Activities Committee in the 
’50’s---an ordeal that ended with 
a typical Shahn touch of bleak 
humor, Called upon to ‘‘ex- 
plain modern art,’’ he produced 
a copy of the U,S, State Depart- 
ment’'s own magazine America 
featuring his work, 

Ms. Shahn only mentions his 
move to Roosevelt, N,J., in pass- 
ing. Edwin Rosskam has much 
more (most of it sadly acid) 
to say about the painter's life 


there in his book ‘Roosevelt, 
New Jersey’’ (Grossman, $7.95). 
The town began as Jersey Home-~ 
steads, part of a dream of the 
’30’s, It was a self-made vil- 
lage, a cooperative factory and 
farm for immigrant tailors, 
Tailors were followed by artists, 
writers, architects, and finally 
by a flood of unpigeonholed Amer~ 
icans, Shahn, who painted a 
mural for its school in 1936- 
47 and then settled down there, 
cuts a rather overbearing, con- 
ceited figure in Rosskam’s book,

asked Ben if he was famous,

In the teat, announced 
by Pittaburgh Plate Glaes 
Industries, exhaust par- 
tculates emitted to the 
air through the system 
ranged between Ol grama 
per mile (G,P.M,) and 
.025 g.p.m, throughout the

The performance was 
well within the maximum 
of .03 g.pem,. that would 
be permitted under apro- 
posed federal standard, 
said the company. The 
system, which has been 
under development for 
nearly two years, con~ 
siste of a combination 
agglomerator - cyclone 
unit to trap large parti- 
cles and a replaceable 
fiberglass filter to tr 
email particles, Theg 
is to provide a system 
that can rate up 
to 50,000 miles before 
replacement of filters, 

In the field of safety, 
the report said a new 
federal motor vehicle 
safety standard, which 
would protect motor ve-~ 
hicle occupants from con+ 
tact with vehicle compo- 
nents that may plerce the 
windshield during crash- 
es, has been proposed by 
the Deaprtment of Trans~- 
portation, 

There has been a sig- 
nificant increase in 
number of accidenta in 
which some part of the 
automobile, notably the 
hood, has either pene-~ 
trated the windshield 
aperature or has been 
pushed close to the wind- 
shield surface, causing 
injury.

Retail Class 
Doing Well 


Members of a Mont- 
clair High School retail 
Sales class are making 
quite a name for them- 
selves, their teacher re- 
ports, 

The students are en- 
rolled in a selling class, 
To earn class credit, 22 
of them are working in 
stores at least 15 hours 
a week, the required min- 
imum, but some are 
working as much as 40, 
In some cases, the stu- 
dents have done so well 
in the stores that man- 
agers have laid off older 
workers with four or five 
years’ experience, said 
Mark Boen, He and Ms, 
Alayne Coppo teach clas- 
ses in selling, retailing 
and vocation * merchan- 
dising. Both have had 
business experience, in- 
cluding store manage- 
ment, 

Ms, Coppo is on a sab- 
batical leave this year, 
Boen says he spends quite 
a bit of time outside of 
class lining up employ- 
ers for his students, In 
just about every case, 
employers tell him, “Just 
send us some more kids 
who can sell and display 
as well as they did last 
year,’ he said, 

Selling is one of three 
related classes Boen and 
Ms, Coppo teach, It pro- 
vides the basic fundamen- 
tals of selling -- ‘‘how to 
meet and accommodate 
the customer,” 

Retailing gets into how 
the store functions, with 
topics ranging from in- 
ventory control to per- 
sonnel problems, 

With completion of the 
third class, vocational 
merchandising, ‘ ‘the stu- 
dents have reached a 
level of achievement 
where they make ex- 
tremely competent sales 
people,” Boen said, 

Why have some store 
managers found these 
students better salespeo- 
ple than some experi- 
enced adult workers? 
Boen said, ““The old, tra- 
ditional method of sellin 
is the ‘May I help you? 
approach, 

‘As one of the store 
managers told me, some 
of the older people are

caught in the old hum- 
drum method, not the 
friendly, dynamic ap- 
proach, Our people don’t 
worry as much about im- 
mediately jumping on the 
customer as soon as he 
walks into the store as 
they do trying to deter- 
mine his needs and then 
accommodate him by 
selling him something 
he’ll be happy with,”* Boen 
said, 

“Our young people have 
learned to be perceptive. 
If they see doubt or ques- 
dion in a customer’s face, 
it’s usually an indication 
of the customer’s dis- 
satisfaction with what 
he’s trying on, 

“‘The students try to 
win a customer and in 
turn create goodwill for 
the store, Merchants al- 
so tell us that customers 
are returning and asking 
for a particular student 
who helped them before. 
it’s just a matter of the 
students’ trying to make 
the customer really feel 


he is important,’’ 

Boen, 28, is no strang- 
er to the business world, 
At 14 he got a job as a 
short-order cook, The job 
involved closing the place 
at 2 in the morning and 
his parents told him to 
quit. 
One of the selling class’ 
weekly projects is the 
creation of a store dis- 
play, prepared by several 
students, The current one 
is so popular among the 
class members that they 
voted to keep it around for 
a few weeks,
